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John J. Leonard, first 
mayor of Bolingbrook

John J. Leonard was a key figure _ 


in suburban politics long before 
there was such a thing. 

In 1965, Mr. Leonard, known as 
Jack, became the first mayor of 
Bolingbrook just as the village was 
officially incorporated. 

Mr. Leonard, 67, died of lung 
cancer Friday while being treated 
at Proctor Hospital in Peoria. 

Born ‘in Chicago in 1933 and a 
1951 graduate of St. Philip High 
School, Mr. Leonard served in the 
Army from 1955 to 1957 and, after 
completing his service, attended 
Northwestern University, where he 
earned a bachelor’s degree. 

In 1962, Mr. Leonard and his 
wife, Delphine, were among the 
first young families to settle in the 
subdivisions that sprung up along 
the newly constructed Stevenson 
Expy. west of the city. 

After helping lead efforts to in- 
corporate Bolingbrook, Mr. Leonard 
was elected its mayor in December 
1965. He managed the growing vil- 
lage largely from his home, balanc- 
ing multiple roles—including, for a 
time, police chief—until a full-time 
municipal staff could be hired. 

When Mr. Leonard took office, 
Bolingbrook did not have a restau- 
rant, a park or a shopping center. 
Today, the village boasts a booming 
retail economy and a large popula- 
tion. 





Mr. Leonard, an outspoken and 
charismatic salesman who worked 
for numerous Chicago companies, 
resigned as mayor in 1968, citing a 
concern that personal conflicts 
with other local leaders might in- 
terfere with village progress. 

My. Leonard and his family con- 
tinued to live in Bolingbrook until 
moving to south suburban Peotone 
in 1973. 

In 1993, Jack and Delphine 
Leonard moved to the small town 
of Williamsfield near Peoria. 
There, angered by the damage 
caused when a large agricultural 
concern acquired local land, Mr. 
Leonard helped found the advoca- 
cy group Families Against Rural 
Messes, which has lobbied at the 
state and federal levels for in- 
creased corporate accountability 
on land use issues. J 

Mr. Leonard was preceded in 
death by his father, John A. Leon- © 
ard, his sister Delores, and his 
daughter, Jean Marie. He is sur- 
vived by his wife; sons Brian, Dan 
and Tim; his mother, Beatrice Ho- 
gan Leonard; a brother, Tom; a 
sister, Cathy Nelson, and five 
grandchildren.

fred Cahnmann, 88, of Rog- 
ers Park, who fled Nazi Germa- 
ny and joined the U.S. Army 
during World War II before set- 
tling into a career as a govern- 
ment auditor, died Monday, 
July 9, of complications from 
strokes in the hospice unit at 
Rush North Shore Medical Cen- 
ter in Skokie. “He was a very de- 
termined man . . . shaped by his 
experience,” said Sam Cahn- 
man, a son. “He had no choice 
but to leave Germany at that 
young age.” Mr. Cahnmann was 
a law student at the University 
of Munich when Adolf Hitler 
came to power in 1933. Three 
years later, Mr. Cahnmann be- 
came the first of his five sib- 
lings to flee Germany.

DANIEL WHITE, 79 


Former supervising judge 
of Traffic Court in Cook

When then-Criminal Court 
Judge Daniel White was asked 
to take over as head of Cook 
County Traffic Court in the 
early 1980s, he was torn. 

He knew federal investigators 
were looking into bribery 
charges that would affect some 
judges, maybe even his friends. 
But in the end he decided “he 
would step up and do what he 
could to clean up Traffic Court,” 
said his son Daniel White Jr. 

Mr. White, 79, died of compli- 
cations from pneumonia Sun- 
day, July 15, at Little Company of 
Mary Hospital in Evergreen 
Park. 

“He wasn’t quite sure he was 
ready for the responsibility of 
taking over that whole system,” 
his son said. “But looking back, 
he was proud of the fact that he 
had steered the Traffic Court 
through one of the most turbu- 
lent times in its history.” 

Mr. White was appointed to 
the post in January 1981, just be- 
fore the first charges in the fed- 
eral investigation known as Op- 
eration Greylord surfaced. 
Eventually, three lawyers 
known as “the miracle work- 
ers” pleaded guilty to paying 
bribes to judges to fix drunken- 
driving cases, parking tickets 
and other traffic charges. 

Richard EF LeFevour, the 
judge Mr. White replaced, was 
one of seven Circuit Court judg- 
es convicted in the investiga- 
tion. 

When Mr. White first became 
supervising judge of Traffic 
Court, judges specialized in dif- 
ferent kinds of cases. Some 


would handle drunken driving, 
while others would handle 
speeding, for instance. Mr. 
White began to shuffle their du- 
ties to stave off the familiarity 
between judges and lawyers 
that allows corruption to grow, 
his son said. 

In 1987, after “he felt like he’d 
accomplished quite a bit,” he 
was granted a transfer to the 
Circuit Court’s Law Division, 
where he heard a variety of 
cases until his retirement in 
1996.

Bolingbrook police were notified and 
immediately went to New Jersey to arrest 
Messina for the murder of his wife. 

Messina fought extradition to Illinois, 
hut was returned in January of this year. 

Police speculate that Messina put his 
wife’s body in the trunk of the borrowed 
car and in three days drove to New 
Jersey, stashed the body in the refrigera- 
tor, returned to Illinois, abandoned the 
car in a motel parking lot where it was 
later found, and then went home. 

Judge Anthony Pistilli sentenced 
Messina to 14 years in a state peniten- 
tiary for the manslaughter and three 
years additionally for concealment of a 
homicide. :

Suicide claims two 

Two Bolingbrook’ women died, of 
apparent suicides recently, according to 
Bolingbrook policé. Dead are Christine

Mrs: Marsh died of an apparent drug 
overdose on Jan. 11, although an autopsy 
failed to indicate the substance taken, 
according to Sergeant Richard Kuntz of 
the police department.

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A swim in quarry results 
in boy’ s tragic drowning 


A quick swim across a 
quarry pool led to tragedy 
- Tuesday afternoon when a 
Bolingbrook boy drowned in 
front of his companions. 

Fifteen-year-old Jerry Mon- 
_talto and three friends had re- 
portedly cut across the Chi- 
cago-Elmhurst Stone Quarry 
in unincorporated DuPage 
Township at a little after 
noon. 

According to Sgt. Nick 
Ficarello of the Will County 
Sheriff’s Department, wit- 
nesses at the scene reported 
that Montalto decided to 
swim the pool but showed 
signs of distress when half- 
way across, at about 12:30 


p.m. 

Montalto’s three friends 
yelled for help and two sew- 
age construction workers 
rushed to the scene, but not 
before the boy submerged. 





The workers swam to the 
area where the friends indi- 
cated Montalto had gone 
under, but the men were una- 
ble to recover him. 


Six hours later, at 6:30 p.m., 
a diver from the Westmont 
rescue team recovered Mon- 
talto’s body, according to Bol- 
ingbrook Fire Department 
Battalion Chief Tom Novy. 
Over the six-hour period, 
divers from Lisle/Woodridge, 
Lemont and Westmont had 
spelled each other as they 
searched the area. 


“The body was found within 
10 feet of where he went 
down, in about 10 feet of 
water with a very thick layer 
of silt on the bottom,”’ said 
Novy. ‘‘There was zero vis- 
ibility. . . . Everything was 
done by feel.”

| Beatings killed girl

The trial of a Bolingbrook couple 
charged with the murder last March of a 
5-year-old girl in their charge continued 
this week with prosecution witnesses. 

Testimony included statements from a 
medical examiner who said the child died 
as the result of multiple beatings. 

The couple, Frank and Vateness 
Johnson, of 230 Grant Drive, is accused 
of the beating death of Judy Moses, age 


5. They are charged separately and have. 


their own attorneys, but share a joint 
trial. 

Aggravated battery charges stem from 
alleged severe beatings inflicted upon 
Judy Moses and her sister, Quiana, age 
3. The victims are not the Johnson’s 
children, but had been left in the 
Johnson's care by their father several 
weeks earlier. 

Prosecutors intend to prove that the 
child did not die from one specific bow, 
but as the result of continuous beatings 
that caused her to go into shock. 

Judy Moses was ‘‘dirty and unkempt’’ 
and her body was covered with bruises 
from ‘‘her head to her legs,’’ Dr. Mitra 
Kalelkar testified Tuesday, Kalelkar is a 
Cook County medical examiner. She 
performed Judy’s autopsy on March 13. 

She testified that the girl died of heart 
failure that resulted from the severe pain 
she suffered from the repeated beatings. 

“Judy Moses died from multiple 
injuries... She was beaten to death,’’ the 
doctor testified. 

An insurance agent called by prosecu- 
tors Chuck Bretz and Charles Thomas 
testified earlier in the trial that he had life 
insurance policies for the girls to Vate- 
ness Johnson. Those policies reportedly 
named Vateness Johnson as beneficiary 
and were purchased on Feb. 1, 1985, just 
five weeks before Judy Moses died, and 
shortly after the children were placed 


with the Johnsons. 


WHEN QUESTIONED BY Frank 
Johnson’s attorney, Barbara Badger, the 
agent indicated that Frank Johnson may 
have been unaware of the policies. 

When the insurance man came to 
deliver the policies and to collect the 
second premium payment, Frank 
Johnson acted as though he didn’t know 
what the insurance agent ‘‘was talking 
about,’’ Garland said. 

Judge Anthony Pistilli told the jurors

that the insurance evidence was not to be 
considered in the case against ‘Frank 
Johnson. 

A motion by Vateness Johnson’s 
attorney, Earl Washington, that she be 
found unfit to stand trial was rejected 
after a fitness hearing. That hearing 
interrupted jury selection last week. 

The state’s contention that Vateness 
Johnson is fit to stand trial was upheld, 
Says prosecutor Bretz. 

Bolingbrook police investigator 
Richard Darrah testified that Frank 
Johnson told police that he had heard his 
wife beating the two children on two 
occasions. He said that he had never hit 
the girls, Darrah testified. 

In statements made after her arrest, 
Vateness Johnson allegedly admitted to 
police that she had beaten the girls. She 
reportedly also stated that she alone, and 
not her husband, had hit the girls, 
sometimes ‘‘with a switch or a small 
baseball bat.’’ 

Washington contends that those acts 
could well be considered neglect or child 
abuse, but fall short of “knowing acts of 
murder.”’ 


PROSECUTORS BEGAN their case 
with testimony from three witnesses who 
had acted as babysitters for the girls 
before they were in the Johnson’s care. 

All testified that they saw no bruises or 
signs of abuse during the time they were 
caring for the children. 

Police were notified on March 12 by 
Silver Cross Hopital that the children, 
possible abuse victims, had been brought 
to the hospital. Judy had been dead for 
several hours and her sister was covered 
with bruises when they arrived at Silver 
Cross, prosecutors say. 

Quiana, the younger sister, was 
immediately hospitalized for her injuries. 

The sisters were reportedly left in the 
Johnson’s care on Jan. 12 by their father 
Isom Moses — after workers for the 
Illinois Department of Children and 
Family Services (DCFS) told him he was 


' not properly caring for the girls. 


The Johnson’s own three children, 
ages 4, 12 and 14, were taken into 
protective custody by the Department of 
Childrén and Family Services. 

Prosecutors are expected to conclude 
their case Wednesday, with the defense 
beginning on Thursday. :

A 17-year-old Bolingbrook youth died when the car he was 
driving Sunday night lost control and went down an embank- 
ment along Royce Road, police said. 

Edwin Manuel, 226 Lexington Drive, was driving east on 
Royce Road near Greene Road at 10:41 p.m. when he somehow 
lost control of his vehicle and veered into the opposite lane, 
down a 25-foot ravine, rolling the car, police said.

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Family mourns death of U.S. Marine

Mark R. Nickles died last 
week doing what he loved. 


Nickles, a U.S. Marine from 
Bolingbrook, was flying an F/ 
A-18D jet last week when it 
crashed into the Yellow Sea, 
45 miles north of Osan, Japan. 


: “He loved flying. It was his 
- passion,” said Rose Nickles, 
his, stepmother who lives in 
Bolingbrook with Mark’s fa- 


ther, Denis, ‘and his. two 
brothers, Michael, 16, and 
Chris, 14. : 


The family has been on an 
emotional roller coaster ride 
since they heard the news 
Feb. 9 that his jet crashed. On 
Feb. 11, the U.S. Marine Corps 
declared him missing and 
presumed dead, along with 
weapons and sensors officer, 
Major Danny A. D’Eredita of 
Syracuse, New York, accord- 
ing to a news release from the 
Marine Corps Public Affairs 
“Office in Mcasiwakuni, Japan. 


Nickles, 29, was conducting 
routine training when the 
plane went down about 2:10 
p.m. In a second airplane, 
_ Marines observed the impact 
and reported seeing no par- 
-- achutes or rafts, according to 
__ the release. The incident is 
hes pulbuader investigation.

Mark was a Marine for 
about six years, Denis Nickles 
said. 

Rose Nickles has already 
finished a collage of pictures 
of Mark and her sons are 
working ona “collage” of his 
military pictures. 

“He was never a stepson to 
me, he was always my son,” 
she said. 

His brothers, both of whom 
are sons of Rose and Denis, 
portrayed him as a big 
brother who took care of them 
and was someone they could 
look up to. 

‘J always considered him 
my real brother,” said Mi- 
chael. 


“Tf remember when he took 
us to see Ninja Turtles when 
we were young,” he said. 


Chris related the same sen- 
timent. 

“We joked around a lot and 
he always took us to movies,” 
he said. 

Mark grew up being shared 
by two families. When his 
parents divorced, he would 
spend weekdays in Chicago 
with his mother and _ later, 
stepfather, and weekends with 
his father and new step- 
mother. 

“On our first date, we went

to the auto show and Mark 
came with,’ Rose reme- 
mbered. “Last weekend was 
the 21st anniversary of our 
first date and we were going 
to go to the auto show. I will 
always think of Mark when I 
remember that.” 


Pulling out a picture of 
Mark holding his two brothers 
when they all were younger, 
Rose commented on Mark’s 
brotherly instincts. 

“He adored them,” she said. 
“See the way he looked at 
them? He was so excited.” 


Both families wanted to 
have Mark in their lives so 
much that at Christmas, both 
families would put aside per- 
sonal differences and spent 
time together. 

“Everyone wanted to be 
with Mark,” Rose said. “We all 
loved him so much. At 
Christmas, his mom. and 
stepdad would come here, so 
everyone could see him.” 


Nickles graduated in 1985 
from Chicago’s Albert G. Lane 
Technical High School where 
he played football as a tight 
end. 


“He was a great player and 
won all the games he played,” 
his father said. 


Nickles graduated with a 
bachelor’s of arts degree from 
Southern Illinois University in 
1989. 

He married his wife, Kelly, 
three years ago, but had been 
on duty in Japan, so the two 
did not have a chance to start 
a family, Denis said. 

“He was going to be done in 
a month and then start his

family,” he said. 


The last time the family saw 
Mark was Christmas of 1995, 
when he came home for his 
uncle’s funeral. 


“Denis’ brother, Bob, died 
and so Mark came home,” 
Rose said. “It’s strange, you 
know, in a way it’s like Bob 
died so we would have the 
chance to see Mark one last 
time.”

Survivors are stuck 


with body for five hours 


on technicalities 7 » 


By Bill Sharp 


A-technicality in the law and some 
official hard-heartedness made a diffi- 
cult time even-more difficult for a 
bereaved Bolingbrook family last week. 

Diane Neagle’s husband, James W., 


was already at work but away from. 
telephones when she found his father; 


James P., dead; he was lying in his 
bedroom of the townhome where he 
lived with them, his only son and 
daughter-in-law. 


“Jt was 9:30 a.m. Aug. 7 when she. 


found him, apparently dead several 
hours from heart failure; but it would be 
more than five hours before the body 
was removed from the house, and even 
that would not end the ordeal. 

Mrs. Neagle’s two pre-school-aged 
children, Robert and Patricia, were 
home with her. ; 

Mrs. Neagle immediately called the 
operator, and soon Bolingbrook’ police 
and a fire department ambulance were at 
the home. When the policemen and 
firemen found that the elder Mr. Neagle 
was dead, however, they could not move 
the body. 

Illinois law states that no one may 
remove the body of a dead person 
without the permission of:the coroner or 
his deputies.

“If they'd just left,’’ he says, ‘‘I don’t 
know what we would have done. They 
showed the compassion that should be 
shown.’’ 


He had other words, however, for the 
coroner of Will County. 

Blood was ‘‘cold and indifferent,’’ 
Neagle says. ‘‘Regardiess of whether the 
death was of suspicious nature or not, he 
should havé come.’’ Neagle blames the 
coroner’s failure to come on ‘“‘legal 
technicalities.’’ 

Whether a doctor: or a coroner, says 
Neagle, somebody should be sent out 
immediately in any death in a home. 


“THEY SHOULD NOT. prolong the 
‘family’s agony.”’ 

Bolingbrook Police Chief Ron Johnson 
says that under the proceedures set up 
by the coroner’s office, persons who 
have recently been to see a doctor or 
‘have recently been in a hospital and have 
died a natural death do not need to have 
their death certificates signed by the 
coroner or one of his deputies. 

Johnson said the two officers: were 
assigned to:stay with Mrs. Neagle and

years. They deserve first class service.’’ 

Coroner Blood defended his non- 
actions by saying that the function of his 
Office is strictly ‘“‘to determine the cause 
"and manner of death.’’

Neagle’s | 
death was natural and of known cause, 
coroner’s Services were: not needed.

Operations had to be called off when 
the flood conditions of the river made it 
too dangerous for two divers to continue.

mph and the river had swollen to a depth . 


of 12 feet up from the normal eight feet. 
“We had a near miss Sunday when one 
of the divers was slightly injured,’’ said 


one fire department spokesman. The . 


diver suffered a minor leg injury when his 
leg was caught in a length of barbed wire 
in the river. 

A family spokesman for the Pawelski’s 
Said. ‘““We understand the reasons for the 
search being called off, but we were 
disappointed that we were not informed 
of the action.’’ 


Pawelski, who had just completed his - 


freshman year at Bolingbrook High 
School had gone to the area with two 
friends — Jim Hoffman and Russ Hass, 
both 15. 

The boys were walking along the river 
in water up to their knees when 
apparently Pawelski and Hoffman 
slipped into the river. Hoffman at- 
tempted to hang on to. the victim but 
Pawelski was swept away by the strong

“The kids go back there often to play,’’ 
said the family spokesman. ‘‘Mike and 
his friends were apparently just walking 
along the edge of the river when the 
accident happened.’’

“He was 
famous for his 
use of puns, and 
we miss him dear- 
ly,” Habas said.
